Gen. Sickle*. 
Gen. Sickle# is thus described, and his ca­ 
reer briefly sketched by the New York corres 
pondent of the Chicago Tribnne: HU face is 
nearly without color, and shows the marks of 
time, passipu and career, although he U only 
61 years old. Standing upon long crutches, 
which do not diminish his good height and 
grace of figure, there is something of a mili­ 
tary carriage and command even in his long, 
equal stride uj>on them, with his single re­ 
maining good foot and log. 
His face and 
speech have aa Irish flavor,duare and positive, 
blarney and Itelligerency. 
His hair is showing 
signs of time, and still there are the natural 
dramatic glance, the pride of esteem and pub­ 
licity, the conaciousness of capacity ami ex­ 
ploit, which are both derivable from courage 
and prolong it. The greatest of qualities is 
courage; It is neither moral, mental, nor phys­ 
ical. Tho debauchee may have it, the deform­ 
ed, the obtuse. Courage is ambition under 
fire, at least in this care. 
Sickles has stood 
twenty-seven years I mf ore the public, and went 
to the legislature of Sow York for the city in 
1847. 
Although he began aa a printer at the 
case, ho was rich enough, through his father’* 
prosperity, to be secretary of legation to Eng­ 
i l d , in 1858. In his second term to Congress. 
st the ag* of 38, he eii*riencetl the worst of 
domestic calamities, and threw over it the 
dreadful publicity of blood. 
War was the only- 
ground to recover honor, and Sickles em­ 
braced It. 
Wound* in the public cause recon­ 
ciled the bulk of his countrymen—few of whom 
were acquainted with the rumors of hi* local 
obliquity—and mighty occasion restored him 
to rank, popularity,and Anally, evtn to social 
preferment. 
He is again a husband in honor­ 
able marriage, a full major general of the reg­ 
ular army. retired upon full pay, the reputed 
recipient of a largo fortune from hi* father, 
lately deceased, and United States Minister to 
the old court of Spain. 
Sickles’* Life begun iu 
the social trenches, and has worked up to the 
broad stone of fame. 
Ambition, endurance, 
faculties and the era. account for him. Sickles 
has a raw-boned soldier’s head, brain and 
blooded stock seen in it. purpose in bls eye. the 
profile of fortification, a hungering kind of Jaw, 
and the New York rough of culture dominat- 
iog all. 
lf men were to be tried on their sup- 
ositlous inner life, Sickles would have long ago 
been doomed. 
But every country has IU indi­ 
vidual whose intellect recovered all things, 
even the dixalest heights of things lost, —Ilks 
Lord Byron's fame after his Greek campaign, 
or old IiOrd Cochrane, who had to assist the 
liberties of a hemisphere in order to regain ins 
peerage and outlive the pillory. Amongst the 
illustrious men of America in this age,-which 
ha* more illustrious men in it than all Euro**. 
and a corresponding exuberance of great 
scoundrels,-Daniel E. Sickles need yUdd to 
none in triumph over fortune, and luck alaajs 
ahead of ill dasert. 
In the great book of hu­ 
man nature bs will be Judged, lf ever; but, 
however adjudged, not soou forgotten. 
He 
has again carried off the honors of this repulse 
f the old Erie ring, and, sticking his crutch 
j the door-crack of Gould’s office, before Uh* 
orthy’s Tammany myrmidons could doss it.
